Boyne citizens to vote 
on parking space issue

BOYNE CITY — The 
controversial parking 


boundary zone in the city’s 
downtown area will go to a 
vote of the people on the 


| Jan. 15 primary election bal- 


lot, or at the first election in 
2008. 

That was the unanimous 
decision of the city commis- 
sion at a Nov. 5 special 


meeting, called in. response 
to a petition drive against 
the commission’s previous 
decision. On Sept. 11, four 
of the five city commission- 
ers voted to adopt a parking 
boundary zone that some 
business people and resi- 
dents opposed. 
The major reason voiced 
in opposition to the parking 
boundary zone was that the 
designated area included the 
proposed One Water Street 


development. This allowed 
the developers to forego the 
construction of approxi- 
mately 90 parking spaces, 
which opponents said would 
cause a shortage of down- 
town parking for businesses. 

The parking boundary 
zone designates an area 
where developers and busi- 
ness owners within the 
boundaries may ask the city 
to waive the construction of 
the full number of parking 


spaces that the zoning ordi- 
nance requires. 

The petition drive ac- 
quired more than 700 signa- 
tures, with the minimum 
number of 675 signatures 
required. The election bal- 
lot will ask voters whether 
to repeal. the city 
commission’s Sept. 11 ap- 
proval of the parking ex- 
empt zone map, and the ap- 
proval of an amendment to 
the zoning ordinance,

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Natural born teacher in harmony with students

EAST JORDAN — As a two-year-old in the mid- 
1980s, Patrick Ryan took the stage to plunk on a 
ukelele during his father’s show at Duffy’s in 
Charlevoix. Admittedly, it was more of a novelty 
than a musical high point, but for the little boy, it 
was the beginning of a life-long passion. And it has 
come full circle. Ryan recently played another 
weekend gig with his father, Sean Ryan, a popular 
singer and guitarist who has been entertaining 
Michigan audiences for more than 20 years. . 

Patrick is the new Di- 
rector of Bands and Choirs for the East Jordan 
schools, where he teaches grades six-12. He gradu- 
ated in May from Aquinas College in Grand Rap- 
ids and at the age of 23 he has the job that he had 
hoped. for. He is having a wonderful time and he’s 
taking the students with him.

That all changed on election day when fnombent Chuck Venda 
who is known for listening to the people, garnered 373 votes and 
newcomer Mike Cummings, who ran as a “Vondra-ite,” received 
297 votes. Incumbent Jerry Douglas took only 94 votes. 

And make no mistake, this was not an anti-Jerry Douglas vote. It 
was a Jerry Douglas-isn’t-listening-to-the-people vote. 

Douglas isn’t the only commissioner who has not been listening, 
but the others were not up for re-election. Eleanor Stackus, Ron _ 
Grunch, Dan Adkison, and at times, Chuck Vondra, supported a 
development that the majority of citizens thought was too large. A 
Michigan Department of Environmental Quality public meeting 
held in July was packed with opponents of the One Water Street 
marina plans that were part of the development. 

The MDEQ denied the marina plans that the city commissioners 
had approved. The state of Michigan knew the plans were not good 
for the city and Lake Charlevoix. The public knew the plans were 
not good for the city and Lake Charlevoix. The Tip of the Mitt 
Watershed Council knew, as did the Charlevoix County Planning 
Commission. Everyone knew except for the city commissioners. 
Why is that? 

A smaller development project may be an asset at the One Water 
Street location, but what would be great is for the commission to 
put more effort into creating ways to entice industries and busi- 
nesses into the industrial park. Businesses that would bring jobs to 
Boyne City, jobs that pay more than minimum wage and are 
offered to local people, not workers who are shipped in to clean 
summer residences or build houses. Jobs that will keep young 
people here to raise their families. 

The city commissioners ultimately want what the citizens want - 
a friendly, vibrant city that is still recognizable as “home.” The 
comunissioners should listen less to developers, consultants and 
“experts” and more to the people who trusted them with their 
votes.

Other ‘hazards of diving past 100’ include: DCS 
(decompression sickness or “the bends”) and ni- 
trogen bubbles that form in your blood stream from 
the added pressures. 

According to Miller, these potential dangers can 
be avoided by closely monitoring times and depths. 
Also, a slow assent is crucial. 


Another danger is nitrogen narcosis, which is the 
narcotic affect of breathing compressed air at depths 
approaching 100’. Nitrogen narcosis can cause ir- 
rational thinking and poor judgement. 

Students are also taught bouyancy control to 
avoid a “silt-out,” or when the bottom is stirred up 
reducing visibility to zero. Silt-outs cause buddy 
separation and disorientation.
